ation, usually related to 
poverty, simply donot have 
a wholesome atmosphere in 
which to grow up. They are 
boys who unless given some 
kind of inspirational boost 
may well drift into delin- 
quency.”’ 

For 19 seasons now - 
since the summer of 1949 
when the R.M. Pyles Boys 
camp was dedicated - this 
special boost has been pro- 
vided to meet that “‘special 
need’’: for 6,500 boys. 

“Of these Pyles Camp 
boys, less than one per 
cent have gotten into se- 
rious trouble,’’ McAdams 
says. ‘‘We believe this is 
significant, since on a na- 
tional average about three 
per cent of the young peo- 


ple of America do become’ 


involved in some kind of 
trouble, and since our camp 
boys come from a segment 
of society that offers much 
more opportunity to go 
wrong than to go right.’’ 
R.M, Pyles, a resident of 
Huntington Beach, has been 
in the oil business his en- 
tire life. It was natural that 
he turned to the oil indus- 
try for help in construction, 
development and operation 
of his camp.

something of nature, toex-

with a group of suddenly- 
found friends. 

They are taught citizen- 
‘ship, they experience 
discipline, they pray, they 
raise and lower the Amer- 
ican flag each day with ap- 
propriate ceremony, they 
work in the camp kitchen,

“It is during these days 
and nights in the woods, 
when the boys cook their 
own food, sleep inthe open, 
live close to nature that 
the change begins to take 

lace,’” McAdams says. 
‘This is where the camp 
usually starts to get to 
them.”’ 

And get to them it does. 

Eleven days isn’t very 
long, but when those ll days 
open the door to a new 
world, when they are days 
in which a new outlook 
begins to be born, then 
they become significant 
days in which something 
inside a boy begins to 
change for the better. 

Where do these boys 
come from? 

They are “‘referred’’ by 
sheriff’s offices, city po- 
lice departments, pro- 
bation departments, teach- 
ers, the bureau of public 
assistance in southern Cal- 
ifornia counties, including 
Tulare county. 

As many as 150 boys 
are screened to select the 
54 who will be included in 
a camp session. 

“The various. referral 
agencies know the kind of 
boy we want,’’ McAdams 
says. ‘‘We cannot handle a 
dyed-in-the-wool trouble

_ And it takes a special 
sort of counselor to work 


with these boys. McAdams 
himself is a trained Boy 
Scout executive and some 
of the Pyles camp program 
follows the Boy Scout pro- 
gram to a degree. 

**But our program some- 
how has to go beyond the 
usual professional type of 
boys’ camp program,’’ Mc- 
Adams says. ‘We have a 
special kind of boy for a 
short period of time. We 
have to reach him while 
we have him. This takes 
something more than 
merely an efficiently- 


’ trained counselor.’’ 


Half of the counselors 
at the Pyles camp this 
summer are former camp 
boys. Always McAdams ‘is 
looking for the qualities 
of leadership and under- 
standing that will allow a 
small boy who has come 
to the camp to be devel- 
oped, over a period of time, 
into a counselor. 

“Il wish all of our coun- 
selors could come from

boys who have experienced 
our camp program,’’ Mc- 
Adams says. ‘ They have a 
feeling for the younger boys 
with whom they work. 
They’ve been there them- 

selves.”’ 

The Pyles camp program 
does not begin and end with 
the 11 days at camp. Direct, 
personal contact is estab- 
lished with each boy and 
maintained for a period of 
two years. McAdams 
writes letters to former 
campers and visits their 
homes; a bulletin, the 
‘*Pylet,’’ goes to them; re- 
unions of ‘‘camp alumni’ 
are held in the boys’ home 
town; dinners and parties 
with boys and oil industry 
personnel are set up. 

After two years of this 
direct contact, a record on 
former campers - their 
successes and sometimes 
their failures - is kept by 
reference to records of 
the various referral agen- 
cies
